“Clean Up” Requested 


Calling for a ‘cleaning up” in 
the interests of democracy, Mr. P. 
McGILLIGAN (F.G.) adverted to 
recent rail stock transactions in 
Dublin, and suggested that, if there 
was no leakage of the Government's 
plans for the railways before they 
were announced, there was a fair 
amount of inspiration among certain 
people.

INFLATION 


The price of clothes was up by 90 
per cent., so that nearly double the 
price had to be paid for clothes 
now compared with before the war. 
The middle class people were badly 
off, and were persecuted by in- 
creased pricés; those above the in- 
come tax level were persecuted by 
increased rate of income tax. 

There was a process of inflation 
going on, and apparently we did not 
want to stop it. There was a six- 
teen million pound increase in money 
in this country, and they were so 
afraid of the bogey of inflation that 
they allowed inflation to that extent 
to occur. Notwithstanding the 
examples of the British and 
American Governments as to what 
was happening in the way of 
rickets and intestinal diseases, they 
had come back to white bread after 
four years.
